THE MT. VERNON PACKAGE. 


Did It Contain $8,000 in Carrency, or Was 


Springfield. 

Specic! Dispatch to The Tribune 

SPRINGFIELD, III., May 9.—The hearing of the 
Mt. Vernon $8, 000 case was resumed in the United 
States Circuit Court to-day. and the legal contest 
on both sides was the most determined in the 
history of the suit. Gov. Palmer's cross-examine- 
tion of the witnesses for the Express Company was 
very sharp, and the Court's interference in behalf 
of one seemed greatly to ver the Governor. The 
Express Company first introduced the testimony of 
George A. Snider, who was the Night Money-Cierk 
atthe St. Louis office in June, 1877. and as such 
had charge of the vault in which the safe containing 
among others the package in question had been 
placed by Mr. French, tae Day Money Clerk. He 
testified that he (Snider) was the only one having 
access to that vault during the night, did not have 
any key to French's safe, and did not see the pack- 
age at all. 

-The next witness was Mr. Owens, Receiving 
Tellef of the Third Nationa! Bank of St. Louis, 
whose testimony was substantially a n 
that given by Cashier Stoddart yesterday. he 
witness noticed particularly that the package when 
received by him was very light as compared with 
packages containing that amount of money: 
that the seals and wrapper were 
intact; that, because of its lightness, he critically 
examined the seals. The Teller and his assistants 
commented upon the lightness of the package, one 
gucssing its contents as rags, and anotber as brown 
paper. The package was not at once opened, be- 
cause, contrary to the usual custom, a letter of 
advice had not been received from the Mt, Vernon 
Bank, and did not reach the consignee until the 
next day, The witness noticed that the wax im- 
pression on the wrapper had been made by an im- 

»erfect seal, similar to the defect in the seal used 
by the Mt. Vernon Bank, which was here shown 
the witness. He did not think the contents could 
have been abstracted and other contents substitut- 
ed without leaving ready evidences of detection on 
the seals and wrapper. 

Assistant-Superintendent Waters, of the Adams 
Express Company, and Detective G. II. Thiel, of 
St. Louis. testified as to the contents of the pack- 
age as alleged oy the consignor, the denomina- 
tions of the bills as named by Casbier Ham. and of 
which the detective had made written memoranda. 
It was shown that a packaue containing $3,000 of 
the denomination given wouldn't go into the wrap- 
per which was around the bogus package. 

W. II. Cobb, the Money Deliverer, testified that 
the package wuen received by them from the Money 
Clerk was in good order, seals intact; that it was 


not in any way tampered with wulle in nis charge, 


and was delivered in the same good condition to 
the banx. 

The testimony here closed for the day. To-mor- 
row will be introduced the evidence of bankers and 
other experts to snow ibat the moncy could not 
have been taken out of the package ip transit with- 
out the seals aud wrappiugs showing the fact. It 
is expected to conclude the hearing to-morrow 
night, if too much rebatta) is not offered, and the 
argament will occapy Saturday.

Discussion ensuea in regard to certain alleged 
fraudulent claims of Benjemin Weil and the 
Loabra Silver-Mining Company.

Committee, said there were some things in the 
possession of the Committee in regard to these 
claims which the Senate should know, and 
moved that the doors be closed. Agreed to. 

The discussion in secret session was continued 
until 2 o’clock, during which time the amend- 
ment of the Committee on the Judiciary in re- 
gard to these claims was amended to read as fol-

ini Company. shall not, nor shall any rt 
the be paid, except as in this section provided. 
The President of the United States shall, within 
six months next after the passage of this act, con- 
sider and determine upon such evidence and in- 
formation as he shall deem just, whether there is a 
robable cause to believe that the honor of the 
inited States, the principles of publiciaw, or con- 
siderations of justice and equity require that said 
awards, or either of them, shail be opened. or set 
aside, or a new trial be had in respect of the valid- 
ustice of the respective claims 
on which they are founded;and if the President 
shal) so determine, the award or awards so deter- 
mined upon shall not be paid over by the Govern- 
ment of the United States to said claimants, and 
shall be suspended to await such action in respect 
thereto as the two Governments may in due course 
agree upon. But if the President shall not so 
determine ae aforesaid within the said six months, 
then the award or awards aforesaid not so deter- 
mined upon shail be paid in the manner and pro- 
portions provided for other awards in this act 
mentioned. 

The bill was then read a third time and passed.

Sbould his amendment de de- 
feat ne would then move to insert Aug. 1, 
1878. He did not think the people of this country 
were fairly notified of the fact that the bill would 
be repeaied immediately. It had been in the 
Judiciary Committee a long time, and they were 
not prepared for repeal. He thougnt it best to 
allow it to remain in force untilSeptember. Some 
consideration was due to the men who were in- 
debted, and Congress should not in hot haste put 
an end to this law at once, 

Mr. Beck said the bill to repeal the Bankrupt 
law immediately had passed the House by an over- 
whelming majority, and at another time passed the 
Senate by an overwhelming majority. The sena- 
tor from Ohio (Thurman) seemed to have cnanged 
his tactics. Now he wanted to give the people 
four mouths’ notice of the repeal. The country 
was notin condition to stand this sort of thing. 
If it was a good thing to repeal the Bankrupt law, 
it was a good thing to have ite repeal take effect 
immediately. Let the question be settled.

Every interest of the conntry 
was being crushed by the unjust discrimination of 
railroad companies. which this bill was futended 
to prohibit. He contended that this bill was even 
inthe interest of the railroad companies them- 
selves, which should be prevented from commit- 
ting felodese. It wasoniy simed at the Oi) 
Ring and other combinations of Thieves. 

At the close of Mr. Thompson's speech, Mr. 
Reagan renewea his proposition to have the bill 
made the special order for Saturday, and there was 
no objection made. 

The bil! subjecting the Fort Wayne military res- 
ervation in Arkansas to entry as other public lands 
in that State was passed. 

Mr. Sapp reported a bill to restore certain lands 
in Iowa to settlement under the Homestead law, 
which was passed. 

Peter Cooper, the candidate for President at the 
last election, was given the privileges of the floor.

The House then went into Committee of the 
Whole, Mr. Sayler in the chair, on the Tariff bill. 

Mr. Kelley, member of the Committee on Ways 
aud Means, said that the most noteworthy part of 
the speeches of the gentleman from New York 
(Wood) was where he declined to explain in detail 
the provisions of the bill. Nopart of the people 
had asked Congress to revise the tariff; from no 
city, town, or county bad there come such a prop- 
osition. The loom and spindle were standing stilt, 
the mine unwroughbt, the fires were out in furnaces, 
the captains of industry by thousands were passing 
into bankruptcy, and laboring people by millions 
into want, if not into pauperism. They were not 
permitted to endure the primal curseand earn 
their bread by the sweat of their brows. 
pealed to Congress to relieve 
not one of them suggested that 
be done by a revision of the tariff in the interest 
of foreign producers, who were supplanting Amer- 


ican merchants in New York and elsewhere. He 


spoke of the absence of a specie free list in the 
bill as a fatal defect. If the Committee on Ways 
and Means had listened to the statements of the 
men who understood the tariff, afree list would 
have been inserted. and the Committee would have 
been saved the shame of having reported so fridicu- 
lous an abortion. The Committee had no particu- 
lar malice a anybody, buta general malice 
against all Industries. There was an ugiy habit in 
sume countries of runn eg amuck,’’ where a 
man, intoxicated with arrack or hasheesh, armed 
himself with a sharp knife, and hacked and 
slayed whoever he might meet. He had no 
malice againet anybody in articular, 
Dut ran amuck against ali mankind. e (Kelley) 
thougut ne could show that the Committee, in- 
spired by the wonderful writings of British free- 
trade dreamers, had determined to run amuck 
among the American manufacturers. To borrow 
aséimile from a former Senator from Oregon (Nes- 
mitn). he could only compare the bill to a mule, 
with no pride of ancestry, nothing like it having 
gone before, and no hope of posterity, because it 
was not possible that any deliberative body would 
accept it asa model for future laws. He denied 
Mr, Wood's statement that the bill had received the 
assent of those engaged in the iron and steel trade, 
and said those gentlemen had been invited to 
Washington, had been assured that the bill would 
inevitably a and had been told by the highest 
authority in the House that their only chance 
was to make a concession, and to state 
the lowest terms under which they could live. But 
even then they refused as a y to make any 
terms, and they said, Let us go down if it be the 
judgment of the country that the iron and steel in- 
dustry must be prostrated. The bill as a whole 
was cisturbing industry; it involved revolution. 
Industry s appalled; the. wool-grower of the 
West could get no price for his wool because the 
wool mannfacturers of the East did not know what 
the tariff? was to be, and did know that if this tariff 
was to prevail his mill must go. With the millions 
of idle men now unemployed, with forges, fur- 
nuces, and factories entirely closed, how 
would the working people be fed, and 
what army would keep them in order? 
Hie repeated that this was a revolutionary 
measure. It was the very madness of theory to 
assert that a tariff which stimulated production. 
and which added to the world's supolies, enhanced 
prices, in view of the fact that the prices of goods 
are lower now than they ever were. Noone could 
tei] whether the pending bill would most promote 
free trade or protection. If it were a free-trade 
bill it was against the tendency and drift of the 
age. Even England was beginning to realize the 
sad mistake she made when she did not confine the 
freedom of trade to raw materiale and food. He 
quoted Mr. Wood as saying that the last quarter 
of the century had been distinguished by war, but 
he (Kelley) thought its crowning glory was a tri- 
umph of peace, and the testimony which the 
United States had given to the worid in the Cen- 
tennial Exposition of the value of the protective 
system in developing the resources of a nation and 
attributes of a people. 

Mr. Harris (Ga.), another member of the Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means, made a speech in favor 
of the bill, as one that would affect desirable 
enanges in the existing system. 

The Committee rose, and the House adjourned.

GREENBACK-LABOR. 

THE PHILADELPHIA CONVENTION. 
PuILaADELPmia, Pa., May 9. — The National Con- 
vention continued its session until 2:30 this morn- 
ing, owing toa bitter discussion of the platform, 
and renewed the session and discussion at 10 
o'clock to-day, with but little more than half the 
delegates present. F. W. Hughes made a long 
speech, largely upon the labor question, favoring 
eight hours for work, and deprecating the work of 
children in factories. Other speeches followed, 
bat the speakers were interrupted frequently, and 


} unpleasant expressions exchanged. 


F. P. Dewees, Chairman of the State Central 
Committee, read a more conservative platform 
than that read the night before, and it was loudly 
cheered. Mr. H. Emerson, of Beaver, moved it 
be adopted, when there were loud cries of No 
gag law., Hold on.” 

A delegate from Fayette alluded to the mob 
of Luzerne, which brought forty delegates to their 
feet. 

Exceptions were taken to the portion of the last 
platform read which proposed that the party be 
called the Greenback Labor party,“ instead of 
„National,“ and a vote to strike out that portion 
of the platform provoked the liveliest discussion 
between the laborand greenback elements, and 
the speeches all alluded to ‘‘the two elements in 
the Convention. A motion to strike out Green- 
back Labor party was lost by an overwhelming 
vote. 

A resolution that the Convention condemn any 
lawlessness or violence was adopted, and the plat- 
form read this morning was also adopted, with a 
few amendments. 

P. Dewees was re-elected Chairman of the 
State Central Committee. Dr. Sturgeon, Chair- 
man of the National Executive Committee, de- 
livered the address, and the Convention agjourned 
sine die. | 

THE PLATFORM IN FULL. 

The following is the full text of the platform 
adopted by the National State Convention: 

The United States, by reason of its vast territory, 
fertile soil, variety of productions, rich minerals, 
and temperate climate, could, wisely governed, 
sustain in comfort, and even luxury, a population 
tenfold greater than at present occupyingit. Neu- 
ertheless, with an enterprising, industrious peo- 
ple, after a series of abundant harvests, manufac- 
turers are idle, business prostrate, labor unem- 
ployed, and starvationimpending. This condition 
of affairs has been produced by the control of the 
producing interests of the country by non-preduc- 
ers, and by legislation in favor of non-productive 
capital ana as against the interests of 
the laborers of the country. The policy 
adopted has reduced the value of property, public 
and private, over one-half, whilst national, State, 
municipal, and private debts, nominally the same, 
have, by reason of such reduction, practically 
doubled. From such a policy the bankruptcy of 
the producing interests has been a natural and in- 
evitable result. For such control both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties are responsibie, as 
the wisdom of such policy has been affirmed by the 
Republicans at Cincinnati and the Democrats at 
St. Louis, and by both parties in their State Con- 
ventions adofted in Pennsylvania. Wisdom would 
dictate as a remedy for existing evils nut only the 
repeal of the pernicious laws, and the estabdlish- 
ment of a wise and judicious financial sys- 
tem formed in the interest of the productive 
labor of the country, but also the condemnation

Resolved, That neither the Democratic nor 
Republican party of the country are entitled to 
the confidence of the people or worthy of their 
support, and that their record in the past has 
been such as to render any pledge they may make 
in the future as unreliabie, as unworthy of credit 
to be regarded as pledges made under the fear of 
public wrath to be unredeemed if by reason of 
the pledge public indignation is allayed. 

Second— that we reaffirm and indorse the plat- 
form of principles adopted by the Toledo National 
Convention on tae 22d of February. 1878. 

Vhird—That, as the power to create money is 
the highest prerogative of the Government, and 
as, upon the regulation of the volume and value 
of such money by wise and judicious legislation, 
depends the prosperity and the welfare of the 
nation, sich power should be zealously guarded 
and controlled, and no, power to regulate either 
its volume or value should be given to banks or 
other money corporations, who, by means of such 
power, could subserve private ends, and at will 
contract or expand the currency of the country, 
and thus hold all the producing and laboring in- 
terests in absolute bondage. 

Fourth That the present national banking sys- 
tem is not only burdensome tothe people by reason 
of the substitution of an inferior currency for 
money ata heavy expense to the country, in the 
useless payment of interest on bonds, but by rea- 
son of the power in them euch banks are obiaining 
permanent cuntroi of the Government. and are be- 
coming the absolute masters of all business inter- 
ests of the country. and, in the interest of the 
manufacturer, farmer, the mechanic, and laborer, 
national bank currency should be withdrawn irom 
circulation, and full legal-tender money substi- 
tuted by the Government in lieu thereof. 
¢ Fifth —That as the the, wealth of the nation is 
founded on labor, the labofer should be protected 
in his just rights. It is desirable that the hours of 


labor should be so limited as to afford the laborer 


an opportunity to cultivate his mental faculties 
and enjoy rational social intercourse with his 
friends; to earn such reasonable wages as may be 
an equitabie proportion of the profits of his in- 
dustry, and this so that be may ameliorate his con- 
ditfon and obtain the comforts and luxuries of life, 
and tnus by increasing consumption * new 
avenues for industry, and new fields for labor; to 
educate his children, and thus by universal educa- 
tion elevate the laborer and character of the la- 
borer for the purpose of attaining these ends. 

Sizth—That the prison contract-system should 
be prohibited. That Federal and State Govern- 
ments, and municipal corporations, should limit 
the hours of labor. That the manufacturing. 
mining, farming, and laborers’ interests of the 
country be protected: 

1. By lowering the rate of interest on money, 

and effect this by the Government’ issu- 
ing full legal-tender mone suilicient for 
the wants of trade, and — its value by 
wide and judicious legislation. 
2. By the protection of American industries by 
the enactment of a tariff based on constitutional 
limits for revenue, but with discrimination for tne 
protection of labor, the farmer, miner, the manu- 
facturer, and the producing interest. 

3. By holding the public lands for the use of the 
actual settler, and not to be granted as subsidies 
have been so granted; to hold such corporations to 
a strict accountability, and where the terms of the 
grant have not been complied with to reclaim such 
lands as having been forfcitedand as haviug re- 
verted to the Government. : 

4. By opening new ficids for labor in the con- 
structing of works of national’ importance either 
directly by the Government itself or by rendering 
assistance, in no case to be in the form of subsi- 
dies, but all outlays of the Government to be ade- 
quately secured. 

5. By encouraging our ship-building interests, 
and the carrying of American products tu American 
ships, and to rendef such mid, under proper 
guarantees against frand, as will enable American 
steamships to compete with foreign ones. 

6. To afford a safe depository for money, 
and to protect people against fraud and loss occa- 
sioned by savings banks and trust companies. a 
postal-depository system should be established. 
from which, upon money being deposited, certifl- 
cates of deposit bearing a low rate of interest 
should be issned, and which certificates should be 
payabie on demand in full legal-tender Govern- 
ment money. 

7. That we demand the repeal by the State 
Government of all charters and special privileges 
inconsistent with the present Constitution of the 
State, —the damage, if any. when judiciaily ascer- 
tained. to be paid by the State. 

8, That we demand tie sage and enforce- 
ment of such laws as will prevent all combi- 
nations, discriminations, or granting of rebates by 
transportation companies, and compelling tne 
common carrier to furnish the same facilities and 
perform the same service for the same price to all 
men. 

9. That we demand the immediate repeal of 
the Resumption act of 1875. 

10. That we demand the equal and just taxa- 
tion of all property whatsoever, except that used 
by the Federal Government, and uged or held for 
Government vurposes. " . 

11. That we demand the payment of Govern- 
ment bonds according to the original contract, — 
in lawful money of the nation. 

Seventh—That to significantiv designate our State 
12 to secure financia! and labor 
‘reform, adopt e name of National Green- 
back Labor party of Pennsylvania.

by a delegate convention held at Tolono. The 

tepublicans nominated H., P. H. Bromwell, of 
Coles, known as the Poet of the Bowlders.” B 
that time the soldiers had largely returned, an 
the sober second-thought of the people asserted 
itself, and Bromweli, had an easy victory r 
Eden. Then Eden retired to private life 
moved to Decatur. 

In 1866, fresh from the army, and with a brilliant 
record, —bearing honorable scars upon his person, 
—Gen. John Charles Black, of Champaign, became 
the Democratic candidate for Congress. Bromwell 
was renominated, and defeated Black by the regu- 
lar party vote. 

In 1868, Col. Jesse Moore, of Macon, laid down 
hie Presiding Elder's commission, which he had 
resumed after coming out of the army, and beat 
Bromwell for the Republican nomination. 
Brewer, of Cumberland, ran as the Bourbon can- 
didate, and, as usual, was badly defeated. Those 
who knew Edea then say his chafings under the 
obscurity forced upon him were terrible to behold. 
He writhed and fretted like a galley-slave.so much 
so that his friends took pity and begged for him 
the barren Democratic nomination for Governor 
against John M. Palmer. Eden ran in 1868 for 
Governor; at least his name appeared on the 
printed tickets. And his defeat would have been 
the political death of even such a man as Cook 
County Wallace. In 1870, Eden appeared again 
as a candidate for a legislative nomination, but 
was beaten in Convention. . 

In 1870, Jesse Moore was renominated for Con- 
gress, and Andy Hunter, of Edgar, was bis oppo- 
nent, Jesse winning by a neck. 3 

In 1871 the State was redistricted, and, in order 
to get rid of several intensely Democratic counties, 
the Republic@ Lomslature bunched nine of them 
into one district andcalled it the Fifteenth. These 
counties are Edgar, Clark, Crawford, Lawrence, 
Jasper. Cumberland. Effingham, Shelby. and 
Moultrie. All at once Eden felt a call to return te 
his native county, Moultrie. The Convention that 
year, 1872, was held at Effingham. The con- 
testants were James C. Allen, Tom Brewer, A. J. 
Hunter. George R. Wendling, and Silas White- 
head, Eden not being able to carry his own county. 
The fignt was bitter for 184 ballots, and prolonged 
till midnight. At last, seeing that an outside man 
was necessary, each cancidate 

AGREED UPON EDEN 

as the one least likely to give him trouble in the 
future. It is said that Eden took the nominatioa 
on the 185th ballot, with warm assurance to the 
contestants that in no event would he be in their 
way again. The Republicans nominated Capt. 
George Hunt, now Senator from Edgar, who, of 
course, was badly beaten by Eden. So Eden got 
another term in Congress, and made the usual 
record, —that of a mere cipher. a 

In 1874. the Convention was held at Paris. Hun- 
ter had canvassed the district, and had a reason- 
able certainty of getting the nomination, but Eden 
importuned for the usual complimentry indorse- 
ment of a second term asa vindication of his 
record. After exacting a positive promise from 
Eden that he would leave the fleid clear in 1876, 
Hunter reluctantly withdrew his name. Eden was 
renominated, and defeated Judge Jacob Wilkin, 
of Clark.’ : 

In 1876, Eden did not have so smooth a ¢am- 
paign of it. Eariyin the year Andy Hunter, of 
Paris, again began a canvass of the district against 
Eden, and met with flattering success and promises 
everywhere. Two months before the Convention 
met it was more than certain that Hunter had dele- 
gates enough to secure hie choice over Eden. 

A SCARED CONGRESSMAN. 

The nonentity got badly frightened, and so he 
imported James C. Robinson, better known as 
‘* Jim?’ Robinson, of Springteld, into the district. 
For six weeks *‘Jim’s” mission was that of pacifi- 
cator, and well he did his work. When the Con- 
vention met, delegates who were pledged and in- 
structed for Hunter delioerately followed Jim“ 
Robinson over into Eden's camp, and Eden once 
more bore the glorious standard of the Democracy 
on to victory and Wasbincton. Open charges of 
bribery and corruption were made by. Hunter's 
friends as against Eden and Robinson, but nothing 
came of them, the usual 4,000 majority appearing 
on the tally-sheets,—Chailee, of Shelby County, 
being his opponent. 

WHO Is THIS MAN EDEN? 

There is sucha thing as a quickened conscience 
even under the wamus of a Bourbon Democrat. 
The many years that John Eden has been in Con- 
gress have shown him to be, like Biil Morrison, a 
mere figurehead. He has not even the merit of 
being a negative, Sphinx-like man, as is Morrison, 
for his silence is attrionutable, not to shrewdness, 
but to moral cowardice.

CERTIFICATES OF 1875. 

As to these certificates, which appear to be 
issued in 1875 for the purpose of defruying the 
current expenses of the city, and which do not in 
terms appear to be drawn upon any special fund, 
u is insisted by the complainant that, being drawn 
upon the general fund of the city and in excess of 
the constitutional limit, they are therefore void. 
Even though, asa foundation of an action at law 
against the city, they may be held void, still does 
it follow that their payment out of the fund men- 
tioned would be inequitable? It appears from the 
answer that they were issued as a means of meet- 
ing the current expenses of the city for the year 
1875, and were drawn after the apvropriation and 
levy of the tax out of which it is now proposed to 
pay them was actual! made. It would 
not be inequitable, — kor the city au- 
thorities to retire them, giving in substitution 
therefor other certificates drawn against tbe 
special fand designed for their payment, and to 
anticipate which they were issued, which would 
stand on the same footing with the certificates of 
1877, which we have shown is a method of antici- 
a the rovenne sanctioned by law. If this may 

done, as we think it may, it seems a good test 
of the equitable claim of the holder of these cer- 
tificates to be paid out of the tax levy of that year, 
for it will not be claimed that the mere change in 
the form of the certificates will in any degree 
strengthen their equities. If. then, it be equitable 
to pay these certificates out of the said tax levy of 
1875 when collected, and that 1s all the defendants 
claim the right to do, it is not perceived why a 
court of equity should enjoin the city authorities 
from 60 doing. 

Having shown that the holders of these certifi- 
cates have the equitable right to be paid the emount 
due thereon for the tax levy of that year if the city 
authovities choose so to pay them, there is no valid 
reason why 1 should be prevented. 

The Court below therefore decided correctly in 
denying the injunction and dismissiug the bill. 

Finding no error in the record, the decree of the 
Court below is aflirmed.

ANNEXATION BY MARRIAGE.

That Germany covets Holland is supposed 
now toadmit of no dispute. At all events the 
desire of Prussia to incorporate the Nether- 
lands with its own territorv if possible, or, fail- 
ing in that, to make the Dutch Kingdom a por- 
tion of the German Empire in the same manner 
as Hanbver, is well understood. To attempt its 
seizure by force would inevitably lead to a war 
with England, probably also with France, unless 
the latter should be bribed with Belgium, and 
so flagrant a violation of sovereign rights 
could not conscientiously be sanctioned by any 
of Germany's -neighbors and friends. In 
the reconstruction of the map of Europe 
which would probably follow the develop- 
ment of the late Russo-Turkish conflict into a 


‘general European war, it is more than likely 


Germany would endeavor to secure the coveted 
prize, vut even under these circumetances it 
would be a hazardous undertaking unless Eu- 
gland was rendered powerless for more than 
torinal objection. 

But where there's a will there's a way, and 
one European way of securing a coveted terri- 
tory is by marriage: hence attention has been 
attracted to the contract of marriage announced 
between a branch of the reigning house of Prus- 
sia and a member of the reigning house of Hol- 
land. A daughter of Prince Frederick 
Charles of Prussia, nephew of tho 
Emperor bas been betrothed to 
Prince Henry, the brother of the King of 
Holland. This would not seem important, as 
neither of the contracting parties are appareutly 
in the line of succession, but forcertam peculiar 
circumstances worth noticing. Prince Henry of 
Orange is about three times the age of his 
fiancee, he being 58 years old and the Princess 
Maria of Prussia scarcely of age. The Prince 
has been a widower tor nearly six years, his 
wife, the Princess Amelie, of Saxe Weimar, 
having died in 1871 without issue. The King of 
Holland, pow about 61 years old,is also a 
widower, his wife having died last year.

LirrLA Kock. Ark., May 5.—A newspaper con- 
troversy has been progressing between Maj. John 

D. Adams, of the Gazette. and one of the leading 

financiers of the State, and Col. J. N. Smithee, 

State Land Commissioner, and editor of the Demo- 

crat; forthe past few days. In his reply, Satur- 

day, Col. Smithee used the following language: 

There is no alternative but for me to pronounce 

John D. Adams a liar, in whom there is no truth: 

a corrupter of men, as he isa notorious debaucher 

of women; a sianderer who is purse-proud enough 

to suppose that his money can shiela him from the 
consequences of his calumnies; a thingin human

To the above Maj. John Adams made a lengthy 
reply in the Gazeite of this morning, winding up as 
follows: ‘** Summing up the facts in the case, the 
following points are made: 1.

He allowed an innocent boy to be ac- 
cused of the offense, and saw him driven in dis- 

race from the Gazette oflice on account of an in-

After publishing all the vile 
language which he couid command, like a coward 
that be is, ne hides himself. 

At about 10 o'clock this morning, Maj. Adams, 
walking alone and in front of the stairway en- 
trance to the Stoddard Bank Building, came al- 
most face to face with Col. J. N. Smethee, who, 
in company with Capt. James Cook, was just 
mounting the pavement at the corner.

HOW EDISON AMUSES HIMSELF. 
Cincinnati Saturday Night. 

Edison, the phonograph man, is wretched un- 


less he invents half a dozen thiugs every day. 


Ile does it just for amusemeut when regular 
business isn’t pressing. The other day he went 


out for a little stroll and he thought out a plan 


tor walking on one leg so as to rest the other, 


before he bad gone a square. 


He hailed a milk-wagon and told the driver 


of a little invention that had popped through 
his head just that moment for delivering milk 


without getting out of his wagon or even stop- 
ping his horses. A simple force-pump, with 
hose attached, worked by the foot, would do 
the business. Milk-men who dislike to halt for 
anything in their mad career, because it prevents 
them running over as many children as they 
might otherwise do, would appreciate this 
improvement. Edison -isn’t sure but that 
saveage and pigs’ tect could be delivered in the 
same way. 

He stepped into a hotel office, and, observing

THE KING’S WAR-ROBE. 

His Majesty the King has still in his possession 
the feather war-cloak of his father, the celebrated 
Kamehamehal. It was not complete tiil duriag 
his reign, having occupied eight vreceding ones 
in its fabrication. Its ground-work is a coarse 
netting, and to this the feathers, which are very 
small and exceedingly delicate, are sxilfally at- 
tached, overlapping each other and forming a per- 


fectly smoeth surface. The whole presents a beau- . 


tiful, bright yellow color, giving it the appearance 
of amantie of gold. Indeed, it would be difficult 
for despotism to manufacture a richer or more 
costly garment for its proudest votary. Two 
feathers only (and such as are 
wholly in its manufacture), are 
from under the wing; of a , 
species of bird called the oo” inhabiting Hawaii, 
which is caught alive, with great care and toil. 
Long poles, with adhesive matter smeared upon 
them, and weil baited, are placed near their 
haunts; the bird alights upon it, and, unable to 
disengage itself from the adhesive matter, is se- 
cured, the much-prized featners plucked, aud the 
bird set at liberty. A pieceof nankeen valued at 
.50 was formerly the price of five feathers of 
thie kind. By this estimate, the value of the 


cloak would be equal to that of the purest diamond 


in tne several European regalia; and, exciudin 
the price of the feathers, not less than $1, 000, 
worth of labor was expended upon it, at the pres- 
ent rate of computing wages. A few wreaths made 
of those oo feathers are still extant, but are in 
possession of none out the highest chiefs. Their 
value cannot be estimated, as the oo bas long 
since been exterminated from the islands.

While 
there is probably no danger that the under-

on the table indefinitely. 


The Hectoral-investigation business hangs 
fire in the House, the managers being appar- 
ently uncertain as to the precise degree of 
support they can expect at the hands of 
Speaker RANDALL, without whose co-opera-. 
tion it will be possible for the Republican 

ty to delay if not altogether defeat 
the introduction of any measure looking to 
the one-sided investigation which the Dem- 
ocrats propose.

That such a request should 
be made to the Radical member who 
proposed the discussion is regarded as an 
indication that the Cabinet will shortly be 
able to announce that all threatening con- 
ditions have been practically removed, and 
that the necessity for discussing the question 
in Parliament no longer exists.

The members of the Board of Education 
need be under no apprehension of wasting 
their time and energies wrestling with the 

monopoly. All they can do 
toward reducing the cost to scholars of the 
books prescribed for use in the city schools 
will practically operate as a reduction of 
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very sensible point, in opposition 
tition for an appropriation, that it was for 
the county to prosecute, not to defend 
criminals, and that the people, having once 
been taxed to pay the cost of trial and con- 
viction, ought not to be taxed again to pay 
the cost of kicking it all over.

The Appellate Court of this district yes- 
terday gave judgment in the second branch 
of the cases assailing the city scrip. The de- 
cision of the Circuit Judges (given last week) 
was in a case involving the legality of the 
scrip of 1878,—the four Judges refusing to 
enjoin the issue of the Treasury orders. The 
case decided by the Appellate Court 
was on the application to enjoin the 
payment of the certificates of 1877, 
and also those of 1875. The Court holds that 
the certificates of 1877 are within the rule 
laid down by the Supreme Court in the 
Springfield case; are not debts, and there- 
fore ought not to be prohibited. The Ap- 
pellate Court holds that the certificates of 
1875 are payable out of taxes against which 
they were drawn, and that it was intended 
they should be paid out of those taxes when 
collected, and the Court holds that there is 
nothing inequitable in their payment out of 
the funds thus collected. This renders the 
payment of taxes of 1877 in scrip of that 
year legal and valid. 5

cal organization, appealing to the suffrages 
of the people with defined aims and 
purposes. While it would unquestionably 
be better for the country if the theories 
represented by the Communists could be re- 
pressed altogether, we are inclined to the 
belief that their concentration into a distinct 
political party is a matter for congratula- 
tion so long as total repression is out of the 
question. This will be the fairest way for 
the Communists (and the Nationals are 
nothing more nor less than Communists) to 
test their popularity and strength in this 
country. So long as they affected sym- 
pathy or sought alliance with one or the 
other of the existing parties, there was 
danger that their real purpose would be con- 
cealed, and they migh* gain votes under false 
pretenses that would ultimately lead them 
into overestimating their own strength and 
betray them into an excess of self-confidence 
that would make 4 great deal of trouble. So 
long as they were believed to be a formida- 
ble faction without a separate organization, 
the managing politicians of both the Repub- 
lican and Democratic parties would pander 
more or less to their mischievous vagaries, 
and there would result a confusion of plat- 
forms and a prostitution in legislation that 
could not fail to work infinite injury to the 
conservative property interests of the coun- 
try. It is well, therefore, that the Nationals 
should sound their own tocsin, carry their 
own flag, promulgate their own demands, 


and enter the field of politics to fight for | 


themselves. 

The recent Philadelphia Convention has 
demonstrated that the Nationals are deter- 
mined upon this independent action. One 
circumstance alone attests this sufficiently. 
Two of the leading candidates for the Guber- 
natorial nomination were Wricat, a Demo- 
cratic Congressman from  Pennsylva- 
nia, who has made himself conspicu- 
ous by his Communistic sentiments, and 
ArmsTronG, a Republican politician who 
expected to carry tf a large Republican 
vote with him. It was even thought that 
either of these men, once nominated by the 
Nationalists, could also secure the nomina- 
tion of his own party,—an event which 
would certainly have given the Nationals 
greater numerical strength than they can 
command alone. But the Convention would 
not listen to any such proposition, and 
Mason, one of their own number, was 
nominated by an overwhelming vote. 
Wericut's rejection was not because he is in 
any way opposed to the Communistic doc- 
trines of the Nationals, but because he still 
acts with the Democrats; ArmeTrona’s fail- 
ure was not on account of any apprehension 
in the Convention that he would not pander 
to the Communistic element, but on account 
of his continued affiliation with the Repub- 
lican party. The general sentiment of the 
Convention was in favor of severing all 
connection with the old organizations, and 
such was the result.. This was an open, 
straightforward, and commendable course to 
pursue, and it deprives both Democrats and 
Republicans of any temptation and excuse 
for pandering to the fallacies and iniquities 
of Communism. From now on it may be 
safely predicted that the party which shall 
undertake to assimilate the’ pernicious doc- 
trines represented by the Nationals will 
abandon any claim to conservatism and drive 
the reponsible classes over to the opposing 
camp. If the Democrats shall continue to 
court an alliance with the Communistic ele- 
ment, as they have been doing to a consider- 
able extent throughout the country, the 
property-owners and business-men of that 
party will act with the Republicans. 
ing is more certain than that Communism, 
once clearly defined as a political issue, will 
encounter the solid, united resistance of all 
men who have property rights and interests 
to conserve and defend. . 

In entering upon an avowed struggle for 


independent political existence, the Nationals 


have evidently counted upon one important 
element that will desert them. The Ameri- 
can farmers have nothing in common with 
them. Acouple of years agu, the term ‘‘ Gran- 
ger” was identified with that class of the 
American population that demanded an irre- 
deemable paper currency, founded upon 
the faith and resources of the nation, and 
equal in volume to the business demands of 
the country.” This phrase was never clearly 
defined, but it fascinated a large number of 
the farmers. It opened up visions of an 
abundance of money, high prices for their

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| paper currency is no longer the sole, and 


not even the most prominent, demand of the 
third party. The first and foremost aim of 
the Nationals is to use the Government as an 
agent for the distribution of other peo- 
ple’s property. It is to begin by fur 
nishing Government money to colonize and 
support the tramps and city loafers ; the next 
step will be to demand for these classes 
lands that have already been improved, for 
the Communists are not people who want to 
accumulate property by bard labor of their 
own. Meanwhile, the farmers are asked to 
support a law forbidding men to work more 
than eight hours a day, though their own 
interests require that at certain seasons they 
must work twelve hours. The farmers are 
expected to contribute to the support of 
Penitentiary convicts in idleness; to oppose 
the natural and practical system of labor con- 
tracts; to tax industry and frugality by in- 
creasing the imposition in proportion to 


the enlargement of savings; to prevent chil- 


dren from learning to work for themselves ; 
to set their face against all inventions calcu- 
lated to increase production and save labor ; 
and, in a word, to assume new hardships and 
dangers in order to make life easier for the 
non-productive and loafer classes that infest 
the towns. There is no principle nor purpose 
of Grangerism that has anything in common 
with these doctrines, and the Communists 
count without their host when they think 
they can deceive the shrewd sense of the 
American farmer by appropriating a name 
with which the farmer has associated other 
notions. Of all classes in this country that 
Communism has reason to most dread are 
the farmers, who are the most powerful, 
formidable, and unrelenting,—wherein may 
be found another reason for being thankful 
that the Nationals have started out for 
themselves in political life. The agricultur- 
ists will henceforth seek that party alliance 
which offers them the surest protection 
against the menace of Communism. 


BANK-NOTE CIRCULATION. 

A proposition is made in Congress to so 
amend the National Banking law as to per- 
mit the banks to have a note circulation 
equal, dollar for dollar, to the amount of their 
bonds deposited for circulation. This is not 
a new, though it is none the less a sensible 
and desirable measure. When the Bank act 
was origivally passed the margin of 10 per 
cent was less a protection to the note-holder 
than the bonds would furnish now, even if 
notes were issued at the par value of the 
bonds. The bonds of the United States are 
all payable in coin, and even those bearing 
the lowest rate of interest have a premium, 
and thereis a constantly accruing interest. At 
present the banks are only allowed a circula- 
tion of 90 cents on the dollar of the par val- 
ue of the bonds ; but they have to keep a cash 
deposit in the Treasury equal to 5 per 
cent. There is, therefore, held by the Gov- 
ernment the bond, the premium thereon, 
the accrued interest, and the cash deposit, 
amounting in all to an average of from $106 
to $109 to secure each $90 of bank circula- 
tion. The measure now proposed is to per- 
mit the banks to circulate $100 of notes for 
each $100 of bonds. 

This, if enacted into a law, would leave as 
a security for the redemption of the notes a 
very ample margin. The Government has 
possession of all the bonds; on these bonds 
the interest is paid semi-annually, and is in 
the hands of the Government, and there is 
the cash deposit of 5 per cent. A bank 
failing, it would require from six months to 
two years to have all the notes sent in for 
redemption, in which time the accrued in- 
terest on the bonds would be sufficient alone 
to cover any possible decline in the market 
value of the bonds. The surety for the 
protection of note-holders would be ample 
and unquestionable. The national advan- 
tages and benefits are no less important. 

The present circulation of the National 
Banks, on the 90 per cent basis, is about 
$320,000,000. The additional circulation 
allowed by this change would be $35,000,000, 
making the total of $355,000,000, or an ad- 
dition of $35,000,000 tothe loanable funds of 
the country. This would give such an increase 
of good money that it would have to be loaned 
to be profitable, and, to be loaned on good 
security, would have to be loaned at a re- 
duction of the present rates of interest. The 


| increased facilities for borrowing would lead 


to increased employment of labor and of 
production. Nor would the change be un- 
profitable to the Government. The money 
in some form would find an investment 
in Government 4 per cent bonds. This 
would enable the Government to reduce the 
amount of the 6 per cents. The Govern- 
ment would receive an increase of tax on 


bank circulation, and an increase of tax on’ 


deposits. Summed up, the direct profit to 
the Treasury may be thus stated :

This addition to the ourrency would be 
legal and healthful. It would be an addi- 
tion to the redeemable currency,—redeema- 
ble in coin. It would stimulate private cap- 
ital to seek investment, and, seeking invest- 
ment, to employ labor and increase produc- 
tion. It would be an effectual cure for any 
contraction of the currency that has taken 
place, and may lead toafurther expansion 
of the currency by the creation of new 
banks, and an enlargement of the circulation 
of existing banks. 

THE NEW BASES OF PEACE. 

The new basis of arrangements agreed 
upon by the Powers to be submitted to the 
Ozar, the conferences between Gen. Top- 
LEBEN and Admiral Honvnr, the sudden de- 
parture of Count Scaovvatorr, the Russian 
Ambassador at London, to St. Petersburg, 
and the statemeats of Sir Srarronůb Nonru- 
cor, Chancellor of the Exchequer, in the 
House of Commons, give assurances of re- 
newed peaceful negotiations between Russia 
and England, and indicate the probability of 
a Congress in which the treaty of San Ste- 
fano will be discussed. This combination of 
pacific events may at least be regarded as 
dispelling any possibility of an immediate 
outbreak of hostilities, and the prospect of a 
peaceful settlement is still furtber enhanced 
by the personal initiative which has been 
taken by the Czar in acting as his own Prime 
Minister, pending the illness of Count Gort- 
scHakorr, whose physical condition is such 
as to preclude any hope that he will again 
appear upon the stage of action in the capac- 
ity of adiplomat. The Ozar is as much in 
favor of peace as GorTscuaxorr is of war, 
and it would be strange if this element of 
mortality, which is scarcely ever taken into 
account in diplomatic negotiations, should 
after all form the turning-point of a Eu- 
ropean peace. It adds to this probability 
that the new turn of the tide is due to the 
Czar himself, and that Count Scmovvatorr 
goes to St. Petersburg in the personal confi- 
dence of the Czar, and takes with him the 
wishes and purposes of the English Govern- 
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ment, which he can convey to the Czar more 
effectually in person than by correspondence. 

The new basis of arrangements suggested 
by the Powers may be regarded as the mini- 
mum that Russia will secure as her trophies 
of war, and she will, of course, undertake 
to get as much more as she can in the Con- 
gress. They differ in some respects quite 
materially from the provisions of the treaty 
of San Stefano, which were accepted by 
Turkey. The latter Power will not object 
to them, as, is they are put in operation, she 
will escape much more lightly than she 
deserves, or could even expect. Under the 
treaty of San Stefano, the whole of Bulgaria, 
the larger part of Roumelia, and a consider- 
able portion of Macedonia, Thessaly, and 
Epirus would come under Russian control, 
while by the new arrangement Russian ad- 
ministration will be confined to the region 
north of the Balkans, or Bulgaria proper. It 
is stated that the southern portion, or 
Roumelia, shall remain to a great ex- 
tent under the authority of the Sultan. This 
would seem to indicate that no Russian 
military force will be allowed in Roumelia or 
Turkey proper, and that the Porte will be 
expected to govern it under certain guaran- 
tees, the enforcement of which will be looked 
after by mixed commissions. The whole 
object of the war would be nullified if any 
part of Turkey were left to the absolute 
domination and the despotic and cruel ca- 
prices of the Sultan and his irresponsible 
agents. The hand of England is plainly visi- 
ble in the various divisions of the new bases. 
The second, which claims that the Asiatic 
compensation shall be reduced to the mini- 
mum, evidently relates to Batoum and other 
Woalities of Asiatic Turkey which command 
one of England’s Indian routes, viz.: that 
by the Upper Euphrates Valley to the 
Persian’ Gulf, which has long been 
considered by many English officers 
and statesmen as the most vital pro- 
tection England has for her Indian 
possessions, By way of Khokand and 
Bokhara, Russia is already pressing closely 
upon India, and if she had an approach also 
from the west, besides the command of the 
trade route from Europe to Persia which 
such an approach would secure her, English 
supremacy in Asia would be seriously threat- 
ened. The third division relates to the 
Straits question, and will be arranged here- 
after. As this is exactly the disposition 
which Russia has always asked, it needs no 
discussion. The fourth division demands 
definite settlement of the war indemnity. 
Here again the hand of England can be seen 
interposing in “behalf of the bondholders. 
A definite settlement of, the indemnity 
must inevitably prevent Russia from 
coming in as a preferred creditor, 
to the prejudice of bondholders to whom 
Turkish and Egyptian reventes are 
already pledged. In addition, it would pre- 
vent the possibility of the Turkish fleet 
passing into Russian hands. —a point upon 
which the English are peculiarly sensitive. 
The last division, which gives Thessaly aud 
Epirus the right of self-government, thus 
securing for them the protection of Europe 
and national independence, is also of En- 
glish origin, and is what England has more 
than once given these provinces to under- 
stand they ought to have. Such a disposi- 
tion of them ought also to be acceptable to 
Russia, as it will effectually relieve them 
from any possibility of oppression at the 
hands of Turkey, and secure them their in- 
dependence more effectually than Russia 
could ever hope to do alone. As these bases 
undoubtedly include the limits“ of English 


demand, the way to the Congress eught to 


be now a short and sure one. 


TWO POLITICAL SIUPIDITIES. 

The ‘‘ Nationalists” of Pennsylvania at 
their State Convention, held on Wednesday 
at Philadelphia, nominated a State ticket 
upon a distinct platform, having for their 
purpose the making of adirect issue before 
the people. The Nationalists are the suc- 
cessors of what has hitherto been known as 
the Workingmen’s party. To this the Com- 
munists are gravitating, and in a short time 
the whole will, after partial disintegration, 
revolts, and secessions, settle down into an 
exclusively Communist organization. 

The platform of the party embraces near- 
ly everything special and general of a revo- 
lutionary tendency, or that has been sug- 
gested by prejudice, revenge, and ignorance. 
In the long catalogue of special demands are 
two old acquaintances: (1) The eight-hour 
system, and (2) that 3 per cent shall be the 
maximum rate of interest. These reforms 
they propose to accomplish by statutory regula- 
tions, violations of which shall be punished by 
appropriate penalties. From the persistency 
with which the demand for an eight-hour 
law is presented as a remedy for an alleged 
existing evil, the presumption would be 
that there is now some law com- 
pelling men to work ten hours or more 
a day. No man is compelled by law to work 
any number of hours per day, or to work at 
all against his will or against his free con- 
sent. Labor is free and unshackled. Each 
man is at liberty to work at whatever kind 
of labor he may think proper, and to work 
or not work at such rates as he can get. The 
question of hours is a question of wages 
and bargain, and wages are a matter 
that cannot be fixed by law, and an 
attempt to set the rate of wages by law 
would be an attempt to reduce labor to 
slavery. Wages are and must be a matter 
of contract to which the employed and the 
employer must agree. The laborer must 
have the wages promised him, and, to be en- 
titled to it, must render the service he agreed 
to perform. Wages are governed by the 
quality as well as the quantity of labor; two 
days” labor are entitled to twicé the wages of 
one day, and when a man agrees to labor 
three days he cannot be paid with one day’s 
wages, nor can he claim three days’ wages 
for one day’s work. The hours constituting 
a day’s work, being a factor in the amount of 


wages, is, of necessity, a part of the con- 


tract, and men agree upon that just as well 
as upon the rate of wages. It is a matter that 
fixes itself, and is utterly beyond the reach of 
law. It is governed by season, by character 
of work, location, and various other circum- 
stances. In summer the farmers work 
twelve hours a day, whether they hire labor 
or not. In the spring and the fall they work 
ten to eleyen hours, and in winter six to 
eight hours. These are the hours of agri- 
cultural labor, and the agricultural laborers 
embrace half the American people. Can any 
law of the State limit the hours of labor by 


these farmers, or will the farmers permit any 


law. to interfere with the management of 
their labor? In many lines of business the 
hours of labor are six on and six off, working 
night and day,—such as navigation and in 
iron-making, and various other branches of 
business. As a general rule, eight hours are 
the length of aday’s work now in winter, 
nine hours in the fall and spring of the year, 
and ten ‘hours in summer, especially in all 
open-air employments. At the most, any 
statute deolaring that eight hours shall consti- 
tute a day’s work must necessarily apply 


only to cases where there is an absence of 
eny contract. How can it be otherwise? 
How can the State prevent men contracting 
to labor less or more than eight hours? 


That is a matter to be determined by 


agreement between the persons interested. 

The same line of argument applies to the 
demand fora law limiting interest to 3 per 
cent. Interest is a matter of contract, and 
in ninety-nine cases out of every hundred 
the rate of interest is the result of special 
agreement, The rate differs at different 
seasons of the year, and in various places. 
It is governed largely by the character of 
the security, the length of the loan, and by 
various other cireumstances. When the 
markets are rising, when business is active, 
when there is an increase of employed labor, 
and demand for productions, there is a 
greater need for money, and the rates of in- 
terest rise in sympathy with the demand. 
In dull, hard times, when labor is unemploy- 
ed and‘wages are no longer on the rise, the 
rates of interest fall. Statutes can no more 
fix the rates of interest than it. can fix the 
prices of goods, lands, or labor, or regulate 
the winds, the tides, or the product of the 
soil. g 

Yet these Communistic propositions, so 
confessedly irrational, form part of the 
platform which this new partzy insists shall 
become the policy of the nation. They ex- 
hibit the strength of ignorance and unrea- 
son, and hew far that ignorance and non- 
reflection have been aggravated by the vapor- 
ing of demagogues.

He has inspired his 
trusted henchman, Special Agent Brackett, 
to find in the New York Custom-House a dis- 
honest entry clerk,—one guilty of receiving 
bribes. Mr. Special Agent Brackett. so in- 
spired, has found that “the custom 
of receiving bribes on the part 
entry clerks has been very general.” On the 
strength of this discovery that New York 
entry clerks are generally dishonest, and 
particularly guilty of receiving bribes, Col- 
lector Arnruurn has acted with decision, 
promptness, and energy, and decapitated— 
one entry clerk. But the one unfortunate 
does not propose to stay decapitated. Why 
should he, if it be a fact that entry clerks 
generally are in the habit of selling their 
services to thieving importers? He has ap- 
pealed to Assistant-Secretary of the Treasury 
Hawiey. If Mr. Hawzey isa sharp lawyer 
he will induce the decapitated entry clerk to 
„turn State’s evidence. Let Mr. HAwrirr 
extract from him what he knows about the 
custom of receiving bribes by entry clerks in 
the employ of Mr. Collector Arraur. We 
suggest to Mr. Anrnon that his dittle ‘‘ back- 
fire” will scarcely save him. It may con- 
sume the dead grass about his frail home- 
stead, but the Briyreuam and Hrps investi- 
gation fires will go deeper—to the roots. 


When Mr. Saerman authorized the investiga- 
tion, he had an impression that the stealing would 
prove to be a small affair, and that he migat gain 
reputation as a watchful guardian of the public in- 
terests by exposing and dismissing some poor 
devils in subordinate positions. It has proved to 
be a much bigger thing than he expected, involving 
the very influential bead of the Bureau, as well as 
the Superintendent and some of those lower in the 
ofticial scale. —Chicago Times. 

How does the Times know what Mr. Sunn

the Chicago Custom-House building investiga- 
tion? Will the Times be good enough to point 
to a single “ surface-indication of an intention 
on the part of Secretary SHERMAN to suppress 
the evidence and evade the performance of his 
clear duty inthe premises”?

But the Commission pro- 
ceeded with its labors nevertheless, and, on the 
15th of the present month, will assemble in New 
York City to conclude their labors with the 
investigation of the Custom-House at that 
port. Instead of exhibiting want of zeal in the 
matter ofthe customs investigatior, as alleged 
by the Times, Secretary SHERMAN has organized 
all the conditions of success. Thechief of these 
is the appointment of citizens from Chicago, 
St. Louis, and Cincinnati, as members of the 
Commission to sit during its approaching ses- 
sion at New York. The Times“ assauits upon 
Secretary SHERMAN in regard to the Chicago 
Custom-House building investigation are as 
idle and groundless as were those aimed at him 
and at the Brinenam and Hinps Commission 
touching the investigation of New York Cus- 
tom-hHouse frauds. The report of Mr. Taom- 
son, Assistant District-Attorney, reached Wash- 
ington on the eve of the departure of Secretary 
SHERMAN for Ohio. It awaits his return, when 
it will receive attention. If, as the Times al- 
leges, it involves the head of the Architect’s 
Bureau and the Superintendent of Construc- 
tion, the head of the Bureau and the Superin- 
tendent will be dealt with according to law.

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BILLIARDS.

New York, May 6.—The billiard business in this 
city has been remarkably dull this winter, owing 
partly to hard times, and partly to the fact that 
nothing has been done to stimulate the desire to 
play. The game is, of course, more or less, like 
all other matters of amusement. After a great 
rifle-match, everybody buys some sort of a weapon, 
and goes to shooting; when a remarkable feat of 
pedestrianism has occurred, the public immediate- 
ly gets into training, and horse-car company, bonds 
fall in value. It is the same way with billiards. 
For instance, prior to the great Delaney tourna- 
ment. —whete Vignaux made his first appearance 
in America, —how many amateurs played anything 
but the four-ball game? Since that time, however, 
the dark-rea seidom appears on any table, — which 
shows the influence of a three- ball tournament. 

New York is, of course, a centering-place for 
cue-pushers. They have been centering here so 
long that the ag weet | has about come to a head, 
and is likely to break before long. The Ions. Sex- 
ton, Rudolphe, Daly, Tim Flynn. and Garnier have 
all had rooms in various parts of the city, and 
have played biiliards until billiards are played out. 
Early in the season, Maurice Daly, who had a fine 
hall where Jerry Thomas used to sell pools, found 
it necessary, in order to keep things going, to take 
an extended *‘ exhibition” trip with Joe Dion. In 
the meantime his apartment was managed by his 
brother. But even this plan to eke out his bank 
account was not successful, and Maurice returned 
a few weeks ago to face the necessity of shutting 
up shop.

THE TRIGGER, 

So much interest had been awakened by the nar- 
rative of the feats of Dr. Carver, the California 
rifle marksman, published heretofore in the. pa- 
pers of this and other Western cities, that a large 
number of sportsmen gathered yesterday afternoon 
at Dexter Park to witness an exhibition of his skill. 
The weather was fine, but there was a strong 
breeze blowing from the East, which natually 


ipterfered somewhat with the shooting, and re- 


quired some allowance to be made bythe sight- 
seers for occasional inaccuracies of aim. There 
were about 300 preserft at the opening of the exhi- 
bition at 3:30 o'clock, including Bogardus, Abe 
Kleinman, and other celebrities. Aftersome im- 
promptu -trap-shooting by Bogardué, which was 
very well done, the regular exhibition of the day 
Dr. Carver selected the open space

lass valis which were scattered 
miscellaneously about the ground at a distance of 
about ten yards. The regular work began, how- 
ever, with the attempt of the Doctor to ehatter 
80 glass balls ont of 100, thrown at random in the 
air by an assistant stationed about ten yards dis- 
tant. ‘The first sixty balls were quickly emashed 
in succession, but at that point the rifle in use by 
the Doctor became heated to such an extent as to 
cause him to mise the next four balls successively. 


It should be explained that the rifle used for this 


feat was a strange one, furnished by an outsider, 
the etree gy of the Doctor having been unex- 
pectedly laid upon the sick list by reason of a 
— getting out of order. After cooling off the 
barrel by means of an application of cold water. 
Dr. Carver finished the 100 shots, only missing one 
ball in addition to the others, the score standing at 
the end, 94 hits to 6 failures. Dr. Carver claims 
that even this unexampled feat was below 
his 17 and to the bystanders it 
seemed as if bis misses were quite unnecessary, as 
ove after the other of the glass balls was smashed 
to atoms in mid-air. After this there came an ex- 
hibition of fancy shots, such as firing twice at ran- 
dom, and shattering a ‘ball with the third shot 
while it w@s still in mid-air. One of Dr. Carver's 
feats consisted in firing over his shoulder at a pall 
lying on the ground forty feet off, taking alm 
through a diminutive looking glass, and this was 
successful on the first trial. Another unique style 
of shooting consisted in his lying on his back on a 
barrel and taking aim over bis head at an object 
thirty feet distant, the régu)t being equally a succees. 
The exhibition closed with breaking a large number 
of balls, hurled high in the air, the distance from 
the marksman to the object ball being not less than 
forty feet. Out of fifty shots, not more 
than three failed. There was also some 
wonderful coin-shooting. A number of silver 
half-dollars were tossed in the air at a distance of 
twenty feet, and were blown out of sight by the 
unerring bullet of the rifleman. Even a five-cent 
nickel piece was shattered at the first trial. The 
admiration of the large crowd of sportsmen present 
was roused to an unwonted pitch by these different 
exhibitions, and loud and hearty applause followed 
each difficult shot

A petition 
numerously signed by citizens of all classes was 
presented to the Governor by Greeuley's counsel 
this forenoon, asking a commutation of the death 
penalty to imprisonment for life. The condemned 
— addressed a petition to the Governor as fol- 
ows: 

To His Excellency James D. Williams, Governor 
of the State of Jndiana—Dear Sin: Condemned 
to die to-morrow, I address this petition to your 
Excellency, asking that my poor life be spared, 
and make still further atonement for the great 
wrong I have done by spending the balance of my 
years separate from my fellow-men, suffering the 
penalty of the law I have broken. Could my death 
bring Ida back to life, most gladly would 1 
welcome the day of execution, and vray God to 
speed its coming. I sincerely repent the deed 1 
committed, and am anxious to make what repara- 
tion Ican make for ite perpetration; but I think 
that society would derive no benefit from my ex- 
ecation; that there can be no efficacy in my dead 
body to deter others from the commission of a 
crime which, if Lam allowed to live cunfined in 
prison, 1 shall be a continual example to those in- 
clined to deeds of violence. Destitute of influen- 
tial friends, a member of a different race, I thus 
personally appeal to yon as the Chief Executive of 
my State te interfere in o behalf, and to be justiy 
merciful to one in my sad situation.

THE ST. LOUIS GROWLERS. 

The complaints made bythe St. Louis papers 
that the St. Lonis roads have allowed themselves 
to be outwitted by the Chicago ones, and did not 
secure the points they were contending for, are 
undoubtedly instigated by the habit of the St. 
Louisians of growling at anything where they do 
not get decidedly the advantage. The St. Lonis 
managers, at the meeting in this city, declared 
themselves to de entirely satisfied with the con- 
cessions made by the Chicago roads. They were 


| given the privilege of equalizing the rates from 


St. Louis to Kansas City in accordance with the 
rates charged from Chicago. The equalized rates 
from St. Louis would be as follows: First class, 
64 cents per 100 pounds; second class, 50 cents; 
third class, 29 cents; fourth class, 16 cents: and 
special class, 11 cents. But they refused to 
accept these figures, and adopted instead 
higher ones, as follows: ret class, 
65 cents; second class, 50 cents; third class, 35 
cents; fourth class, 25 cents; and special clases, 20 
cents. Of course, this gives Chicago the advantage 
on through business of 6 cents on third class, 9 
cents on fourth class. and 9 cents on special class, 
but the discrimination is made solely by the St, 
Louis roads, and the St. Louis people must blame 
their own railroad managers for it, and not the 
Chicago managers, who are perfectly. willing that 
the St. Louis roads should charge equalized rates. 
The managers of the St. Louis roads take this 
means of punishing the roads leading to St. Louis 
from the East. They complain that the rates from 
New York to St. Louis are higher in proportion 
than from New York to Chicago, and that the 
equalization of rates should be made by tne roads 
eastof them. Thev believe that these roads, if 
they find that the business “is diverted from them, 
will take action in the matter, and see that the 
wrongs complained of are rectified.

The Belleville Miners Begging Food by 
Proxies in St. Louis—Scare Over a Fire.

Sr. Louis May 9. —Advices from the Belleville 

ö mipers during the past day or so have been to the 
effect that starvation stares many of the fami- 
lies of that community in the face, and that, in the 
homes of several of the striking miners, there is 
an absolute absence of food, even bread being 
needed. With hunger menancing all, and gnaw- 
ing at the very vitals of nota few, there appeared 
to be some reason for believing that the men were 
growing desperate, and that something like serious 
measures might result at any moment.

They deemed it better 
to rely upon the generosity of the St. Louis public 
than run into any rashness that they might here- 
after regret. Two of the miners, having with 
them a wagon, and accompanied by Dr. 
Schulz, of the Volkstimme Des Westens, the la- 
borers’ organ here, called on several of the 
city merchante to-day, and explained their case, at 
the same time presenting a petition for provisions.

Talking Over Text-Books—The Salary Ques- 
tion—New School Buildings. 

A regular meeting of the Board of Education 
was held last evening, President Sullivan in the 
chair. There were present Inspectors Hoyne, En- 
glish, Arnold, Hotz, Jacobs, Prussing, Wells, 
Dennis, Vocke, Keith, Kohn. 

The monthly report of the School Agent showed 
cash on hand at date of last report, $4,595.16; re- 
ceipta from State and other sources, $57,001.52, 
total, $61,686.68; expenditures, including teach- 
era’ salaries, $49,251.10; balance on hand May 1. 
$12, 435. 58. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 

Inspector Hotz, of the Committee on Buildings 
and Grounds, reported that R. Gridith, to whom 
bad been awarded the contract for roofing on the 
new school on the Franklin lot, and Irish and 
Eddy, to whom the painting had been let, had 
withdrawn their bids. He suggested that the two 
bids be awarded to the two next lowest bidders, 
W. Wheeler and J. B. Sullivan & Co. The report 


was adopted. ° 

The same Inspector reported that a new school 
had been opened on Huron street in Temperance 
Halk and suggested that it be known as the Iluron 
Street School. The report was adopted. 

Off motion of the same Inspector, it was decided 
that when the Board adjourned it should do so to 
meet next Thursday evening to hear the report of 
his Committee on the award of contracts for the 
Throop Street School. 

Inspector Kohn, of the Committee on Finance 
and Auditing, réported that his Committee had 
examined the securities in the hands of the School 
Agent, and had found that they corresponded with 
the showing presented in the books of the Board, 
and that everything was in correct shape. The re-

TEXT BOOKS, 

in accordance with a resolution passed some time 
azo instructing the Committee to inquire whether 
books had been sold to pupils at 35 per cent below 
the former retail prices, reported that books had 
not been sold to pupiis at those reduced rates. 
The publishers were re to furnish them to tbe 
Principals at those rates, but the Principais had 
neglected to attend to the matter, and the books 
passed through the hands of the retailers, and 
when they reached the pupils the latter had to pay 
full rates. 

Iusvector English thought the Board could now 
insist that the middlemen should furnish the books 
to pupils at 35 per cent ofl. He hopes the books 
would be placed on exhibition in the school- robdus 
in prominent placed to that the pupils might see 
just what they ought to pay for them. 

Inspector Wells said the matter of advertising 
for bids had been referred to his Committee. and 
they had sent out circulars to the various publish- 
ing houses, asking them to furnish thelr lowest 
rates. Several 1 replied, but the bids had not 
deen Opened, a>. jiey were waiting for others to 
come in. ‘The Committee therefore asked, and was 
granted, further time. 

spector English had something to say in con- 
nection with this matter of text-books. The 
Committee's action had done some good towards 
reducing prices, and he hoped they would go on 
in that line. The prices of books had been out- 
rageously high. To heip the Committee on in its 
course he offered the following: . 

Resolved, That the Committee report spéifically 
their recommendations as to the price and quality of 
all books presented for aloption. 

Inspector Wells hoped the Inspector would with- 
draw the resolution, at least until after the bids 
were opened. 

Inspector English saw no reason for doing that. 
There was a provainiity that prices could be re- 
duced to even less than 35 per cent below previous 
cost. 

Inspector Wellaéwas heartily in favor of doing 
anything and everything that would help to reduce 
the cost of ks to the pupils, but he did not re- 
gurd it necessary to adopt this resolution, which 
would mvolve an untold amount of labor on the 
Committee. 

Inspector English insisted on his resolution. 

Inspector Vocke commented on the immense 
amount of labor which the adoption of the resoln- 
tion would involve on the Committee. It would 
also plungethe board in a wrangle, comparad with 
which the dickerings of the last fed weeks were as 
nothing. If the resolution was adopted, he mast 
resign his place on the Committee. 

Inspector English said the gentleman had shown 
himself so well posted in the text-book basiness 
that it would be too bad to have him resign. But 
if the Committee could not do the work, how could 
the Board, with its large membership. enter into a 
careful discussion of the subject’ If the gentle- 
man was afraid of the work, he would modify the 
resolution so as to make it apply only to the pri- 
mary and grammar schools. 

Inspector Arnold agteed, in the main, with In- 
spector Vocke. It would be an exhaustive job to 
examine and report specifically upon the price and 
quality of each book. It would be much better to 
wait until all the vids were in, and then act upon 
the report of the Committee. 

Inspector English remarked that & few monthe 
ago there appeared to be some doubt as to whether 
there could be any reduction atall. The Commit- 
tee was at last forced into fighting the monopoly, 
and now its Chairman appeared and acknowledged 
that books could be obtained for 35 per cent less, 
all of which was the result of the avcitation. As 
far as he was concerned, he could see no reason 
whv the Committee shouid hesitate to do the work 
which his resolution called for. 

Inspector Keith, who was tired of the talk, 
moved to lay the resolution, and, in 80 doing, the 
whole subjec on the table. The motion pre- 
vailed. 

Inspector Wells nominated, by general consent, 
Harper Bros. lists, and moved that competition in 
the matter of supplying text-bovks be open to all. 
The motion prevailed. 

The same Inspector moved that the Committee 
on Text-Books receive bids up to 12 o'clock, noon, 
of the 23d inet. This aleo prevailed. 

DRAWING. 

Inspector Prussing, of the Committee on Draw- 
ing, presented a request for permission to draw on 
the Burr Fund for tae purpose of paving the ex- 
penses incident to an exhibition of the pupils’ 
drawing. 

The request drew forth a protest from Inspector 
English, who commented on the invidious ap- 
proaches by which drawing was becoming a com- 
pulsory study, to all intents and purposes, and 
pupils were required to stand an examination on 
the subject. 

Insvectur Prussing expiained the innocent na-

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DIPLOMACY. 


Anglo- Russian Operations on American 
Soil. 

Washington Correspondence Philadelphia Times, 

It does not require intimate personal knowledge 
of what are termed diplomatic circles to see the 
encroachments of England in this country and her 
supremacy in all matters of diplomacy. The 
simple anostentation of Sir Edward Thornton and 
all the members of the British Legation in this city 
may deceive the unthinking into the belief that 
England is represented, here merely for form's 
sake, the same as we are represented in London, 
Paris, and other capitals of Europe. A few facts 
from within the charmed circle have come to me 
lately which show that at least in one direction the 
members of the English Legation in the United 
States do something more than give dinners, go to 
parties, and draw their salaries, 

About à year ago there came to our waters, with 
scarcely a note of warning, three fully-equipped 
and pretentious Russian men-of-war, bearing the 
Emperor's own son and successor, the Grand Duke 
Alexis, and the young Grand Duke Constantine. 
his fleet, commanded by Admiral Boutakoif, came 
to Norfolk; and there was, in addition, another 
Russian war-ship, the Krayser, in Philadelphia. 
The known intention of the fleet was to remain 
many months in American waters to study the 
country, to profit by the great War of the Rebellion, 
to get new ideas of ships, machinery, guns, pro- 
jectiles, etc. The advantage to the United States, 
Outside of the opportunity to cultivate so strong a 
power as Russia, was immense. The expenditures 
of a fleet of four ships of war, fally manned and 
equipped, are enormous. Besides the subsistence 
stores, for repairs and purchases of engines, boats. 
ropeg, Canvas, and the thousand things used in 
shids in commission, the expenditures are very 
great. 

in addition to the fleetof four ships, there was a 
Board of Russian nava! officers not attached to the 
fleet stationea m New York, whose purpose was 40 
order the cunstraction of one or two ships, several 
engines, and much machinery. To show the ad- 
vantages in a commercial point of view of a fleet in 
our waters, it is only necessary to state that the 
Krayser, the smallest ship in the fleet, spent in the 
City of Philadelphia, during the four mon ths she 
was there, in repairs and supplies, nearly $100, - 
000. There was a grand bali given on board the 
fiag-ship (which was commanded by Alexis) soon 


after the fleet arrived off Norfoik, out scarcely h

SPYING THE RUSSIANS. 


There is attached to the Bri tion in 
Washington a naval officer Jones. 
There is nothing so very strange in this, because 


Engiand has @ naval attache at each of its Lega- 
tions. as [understand. This officer held the rank 
of Captain, and is modest and A Sage enough, so far 
as the general public knows, fleet stayed only 
a short time at Norfolk, and then steamed into 
New York Harbor. Hardly had the ships let go 
their anchors when Gore Jones began his schem- 
ing. He set his sples at work by the dozens. Not 
a movement was made by the Russians that he was 
not informed of at once. His corps of spies not 
— sufficient, he hired Aimee’s truupe of 
ancers and singersto snare the Russian officers 
and get their secrets. Many a revel did they have. 
The Russians are fond of champagne, and still more 
fond of handeome-iegged dalſet-dancers. 
girls played tneir part well, and. no doubt, learned 
all they could learn under the instances, —how 
Jong the fleet was likely to stay, its object, the do- 
ings Of the officers, ete. Jones was not idle him- 
self. He was freauently on board the Russian 
chips, and gave entertainments ashore. He was 
both adrojt and sleepless. He prevented, by some 
means, the Russians from building snips, and 
always managed to place some obstacle in the way 
of their accomplishing what they desired. 

In the meantime Sir Edward Thornton, the En- 
glish Minister, was not idle here. He frequently 
saw Mr. Evarts. and always thought it was strange 
that Russia at such a time should send a fleet of 
ships to American waters with two Grand Dukes 
aboard. Jones also saw Evarts frequently: and 
without being able to point out just what influ- 
ences were used. lam able to say that even Mr. 
Evarts came to look upon the presence of the Rus- 
Sian fleet with anxious annoyance. Constant 
budgering on the part of Thornton and Jones did 
not help matters, and in a very brief period Mr. 
Evarts began to badger Schishkin, the Russian Min- 
ister here. Being thrown frequently togetner, 
Evarts would generally say: By the way, 
Schishkin, when is the Russian fleet going away?” 
Then he would change the subject, without giving 
Schishkin time to answer or to ask a question bim- 
self. Sometimes Evarts would seek the Minister 
and say: By the way, Schishkin, isn tthe Russian 
fleet going pretty soon? But, never mind; that’s 
not what I want to see you about; and then away 
he would go on something else. 

It did not take Schishkin long to see the mean- 
ing of this. It is presumed he telegraphed his 
Government, but at any rate within a few weeks 
the fleet got sailing orders, much to the chagrin of 
the young Dukes and the entire Russian forces. 
The Reading Railroad Company had extended an 
invitation to the young Dukes, to Admiral Boata- 
kof, and to as many officers as could get away, to 
visit in a spa al train the coal mines of the Com- 
pany, and tney were all very anxious to go; but 
orders to nil were inexorable, and so, after a stay 
of only ive weeks in American waters, the fleet 
steamed out of New York harbor while Gore Jones’ 
thumb was upon his nose. The Russian fleet

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SIMONI, 

TRIAL EARLY NEXT MONTH. 
Luigi Pietro Simoni, the slayer of McCue, was 
arraigned yesterday morning in the Criminal 
Court to plead, He came intothe room in his 
shirt-sleeves, an old, brown velveteen vest cover- 
ing the upper portion of his body. His hair was 
rumpled, and came down over his eyes, as usual, 
and the short stabbie which appeared on his face 
a week ago last Monday had developed into some- 
thing that looked like a beard. He walked right 
past his two lawyers. Messrs. Reed and O’Brien, 
without noticing them in any way watever, up to 
the Clerk’s desk. His eyes were downcast, and his 
face wore tbat stolid, indifferent look which 
has distinguished him all through his troubics. 
Mr. Reed was ready with a forma! motion 
to quash for the purpose of protecting his client. 
if possible. It was neither argued nor decided, 
however, Mr. Milis insisting that the first thing in 
order was for the prisoner to make his plea. r. 
Reed remarked that Simoni could not speak En- 
giish, and Mr. Mills inquired if there was any- 
body in court who could act as interpreter. Mr. 
O'Brien raised a laugh by remarking, sotto voce, 
that he himself was an Italian, and the Court 
added fuel to the flame by saying he had always 
supposed Mr. O'Brien was a Frenchman. One of 
the o brothers was sent for, to whom the 
Clerk read the indictment, and who translated it to 
Simoni. It was slow work, out the interpreter got 
to the end of it at last, and the ques- 
tion was put to the prisoner, Guilty or not 
guilty?’ Mr. O'Brien instructed the interpreter to 
tell Simoni that his counsel advised him to plead 
„not guilty." Simoni shrugged his shoulders, 
rolled his eyes, twitched the muscles of his face, 
and complied with his instructions. That being 
done, he was led out of court. 
Tne next thing to do was to set the case for trial, 
and Mr. Mille named next Monday. This brought 
Mr. Reed to his feet with an explanation that 
Simoni spoke a very peculiar Italian, that his 
counsel had not had time to consult sufficiently 
with him, and that they wanted a continuance, 
Monday being altogether too soon. 
Mr. O'Brien wanted to know if there was any 
reason why the case should take precedence of the 
cases of those who were now in jail for murder. 
Mr. Mills replied that Mr. O'Brien didn't under- 
stand the situation. He was now eying the in- 
dictments returned by the last Grand Jury, and 
this was one of them. He could see no reason for 
delay, the witnesses all being here so that they 
could be seen before Munday. 
Mr. Reed insisted that tue case should be con- 
tinued till the next term in order to give counsel 
time to prepare for the defense. 

Mr. O’Brien remarked that Stmoni's friends were 
trying to raise money for him. Mr. Reed and him- 
self dian’t propose to go into a case of this kina 
and meet witn the prejudice of the communitv and 
the press without getting paid for it. Simoni's 
friends had written to Italy for money, and coun- 
se) had sent there for certain documentary evidence 
which would disprove the charge that Simoni was 
a fugitive from justice, and pad left Italy on 
account of his crimes. 

Mr. Milis thought it astrange argument to adduce 
for a continuance, that time was needed to secure 
evidence as to character. 

Mr. Reed remarked thatthe papers had only 
given one side of the case. There was another 
side to it, but he didn't propose to show the facts. 
le hoped the case would de set for the second week 
in June, which was quite early enough. 

Mr. Mille remarked that by Monday fimoni 
would have had two weeks since the murder co get 
ready for trial. 

The Court said there were several things to be 
considered. While the prosecution might be ready 
to commence next week, he could not help know- 
ing that there were enough other cases to occupy 
the time of the Courtin advance of this one. e 
did not see that the ends of justice would be de- 
feated by a 7 acne agp oe and he thought he ougut 
to respect the man’s condition, —his inability to 
speak the language and the inability of his counsel 
to confer with him with readiness. The case was 
an important one, and every facility ougat to be 
afiorded a man whose life was at stake. He was 
disposed to think the request not unreasonable, 
and tnerefore directed that thie case be set for the 
second Monday in June.

MRS. SOPHIA . SMITH 
yesterday caused the arrest of a prominent hotel 
clerk of one of Chicago's prominent hotels, charg- 
ing Kim with rape.

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FRANCE AND AMERICA. 
MR. CHOTTEAU’S MISSION. 

The Executive Committee of the Board of Trade 
met yesterday afternoon at 1 o'clock in the Secre- 
tary’s office to receive and listen to Mr. Leon 
Chotieau, the delegate of the French Committee 
organized in Paris in view of the proposed Franco- 
American commercial treaty. There were present 
of the Committee Messrs. William Dickinson, J. 
I. Norton, and A. II. Young. Mr. Chotteau, on 
being received by the Committee, addressed them 
as follows: 

Mn. PaesipENT AND GENTLEWEN: When I landed 
in the United States, I hardiy knew how to frame 
my course. A dars night seemed to surround me 
with its shadows. What was 1 todo? What should 
Lattemptr I bad absolute faith in the good sense 
of the American people. Everything told me that 
your countrymen would not repel the idea which 
inspired the members of the Paris Committee. 

That confidence has not deceived me, since I 
have met with the heartiest support in all the great 
manufacturing centres I have visited so far. 

, In fact, What do I ask of the 
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you a practical and lasting agreement. 

‘You would, perhaps, to know what conces- 
— — . — from the United 

tes. 

To speak frankly, Ido not know, und the mem- 
28 fe Paris Committee know no more a 
i 0. 


Such a declaration proves to you that the libert 
of action of the men in the name of whom I spea 
is neither limited nor hindered by any secret pro- 

Since my arrival in New York, many persons 

have insisted on that point. 
Those persona, avery logical consequence, 
seemed to contest the good faith of Mr. Menicr. 
the President of the French Committee, of Mr. 
Hielard, Vice-President, of the Deputies and Sen- 
ators, whose names you are acquaintod with. 

But, really, is it impossible to admit that a num - 
ber of citizens of France may have eno — 
ism to cry out to the American people, Send us 
delegates whose voice may be listened to through- 
out the United States, and we shall. together, ex- 
amine loyally in what sense a commercial treaty 
ought to be concluded, so as to increase the exports 
from the United States to France, and from France 
to the United States; 

But habit is hard to die. It resembles the com - 
mensal, who, driven from a palace, takes refuge 
in the office, then in the porter's lodge, and finally, 
expelled from this last shelter, wanders about in 
the dark woods which surround the edifice, watch- 
— his chance to regain the credit he has lost, in 
order to again impose nis law. 

The criticisms would have been less severe had 
we simply followed the old rut. 

It consists, a8 you know, in two men. two Min- 
isiers, sitting down at the end of a table, and in 
a short hour writing up a reciprocity treaty which 
shail regulate the commercial future of two na- 
tions. 

Here, in this French-American movement, we 

ropose that the terms of the Convention be drawn 

y the interested parties themselves, to be after- 
wards submitted to the Ministers at Washington 

ad Versailles, who will have nothing to do then but 
to ask their sanction by the competent legislative 
powers. 

If we go out of the usual way, I think we may be 
forgiven for that, for we only seek to solve a very 
important question to the satisfaction of all con- 
cerned, and to serve, in a more efficient manner, 
the interest cf the two nations. 

Mr. President, gentlemen, allow me to hope 
that you will organize a local committee without 
delay. Thus Chicago will appreciate the proposed 
answer to the French Committee, and will be 
represented at the Convention which is to take 
place at Washington towards the end of this 
month, when lam back from San Francisco. 

This Convention will be organized by the Cen- 
tral Committee at Washington, which is presided 
over by Senator T. B. Eustis, of Louisiana, and 
bas for Vice- Presidents the Hon. Benjamin A. Wil- 
lie, of New York, and Mr, A. Pollok, and Mr, Er- 
nest Brulatuur for Secretary; and will affirm the 
existence of the Nationai American Committee, 
Then each local committee will choose its dele- 
gates for Paris. 

To irresolute and timid minds. who may still 
doubt, I will say: Never has there been a yather- 
ing of Intelligent, honest men, of men prompted 
by good intentions and the desire of well-doing, 
without some good results for humanity coming 
from such a gathering. 

I have been listened to favorably in the East, 
North, South, ana centre of the United States. I 
trust the Great West will not prove hostile to my 
mission. St. Louis has already pronounced in my 
favor. Chicago will certainly not remain behind. 

Avery informal talk followed, in which the 
members of the Committee readily admitted the 
propriety, if not necessity, of establishing such a 
commercial treaty between the two countries as 
should bring about the freest commercial inter- 
course consistent with this countrv's condition and 
the already existing treaties with other nations, 
It was stated, however. that as things were now, 
the idea of absolute free trade was not practicaod!e, 
the treaty between this country and Great Britain, 
for instance, providing that the latter countr 
should have as favorabie commercial relations wit 
the United States as might exist between the latter 
and any foreign country. 4 treaty, there- 
fore, between France and the United 
States, providing absolute free trade. would bring 
upon the latter nation the charge of having broken 
the treaty with Engiand. In u general way, how- 
ever, it was stated that the sentiment of the West 
was in favor of the fullest commercial intercourse 
between the two nations that was consistent with 
our own condition. It was agreed that the matter 
should te brought to the attention of the Board, 
and the Executive Committee felt that that body 
would undoubtedly take some steps towards secur- 
ing the presence of one or more delegages from this 
city to the Paris Convention. Having accomplish- 
od this mach, Mr. Chotteau thanked the Commit- 
tee for its favorable action and its evidently friend- 
ly disposition towards the project, and the confer- 
ence adjourned. Mr. Chotteau will probably leave 
for San Francisco to-day, his mission to that citv 
neing similar in its character to that which brought 
him to Chi cago.

An adjourned meeting of the County Board was 
held yesterday afternoon, all the members pres- 
ent except Mr. Burling. 

A petition was read from the murderer, Sherry, 
announcing his innocence of all crime, and asking 
that the Board appropriate the sum of $150 to en- 
able him to have the record written up in his case, 
that an appeal conld be taken to the Supreme 
Court and a new trial had. ue 

Mr. Bradley thought the Board had no power to 
make an appropriation for such a purpose, and 
moved that the document be placed on file. 

Mr. Wheeler said it was a serious matter with 
Sherry, who was under sentence to be hanged. 
He should not be hanged, however, because he was 
poor. He believed him to be guilty of the crime 
of which he had been convicted, but, if be had not 
bad justice done him, an appropriation might be 
made in the interest of justice. 

Mr. Bradley maintained that Sherry had had a 
fair trial, and that it was out of the province of 
the Board to take any cognizance of the petition. 

Mr. Spofford said it was tne duty of the county 
to prosecute criminals, and not defend them, and, 
since having paid for the prosecution of Sherry. 
the proposition to now pay for his defense was 
preposterous. He hoped the petition would be 
placed on file. ji 

Mr. Wheeler responded, and urged taat the peti- 
tioner's prayer be granted, and asked that the at- 
torney for Sherry be heard, which was objected to. 

The petition was finally placed on file vy a vote 
of 12 to 2. Messrs. Wheeler and Cleary voted in 
the negative. 

THE SOUTH PARK. 

A communication was received from the Secreta- 
ry of the Board of South Park Commussioncrs 
transmitting a resolution of the Board asking a 
copy of the late reports of the experts who exam- 
ined the accounts of the Board. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said the Park Commissioners 
should he toe desired information. and com- 
plained that the Board had refused to let the ex- 
perts continue their investigation into their ac- 
counts for prior years. 

Mr. Wheeler said the Commissioners evidently 
did not want their ofice lumbered up with ex- 
perts without knowing what they were doing, 
and he thought ita little singular that what the 
‘*‘experts’ nad already found out bad not even 
been laid -before the County Board. He hoped to 
see the request granted. 

Mr. Fitzgerald responded, arging that the docu- 
ment in question be referredto the Pinance Com- 
mittee, and it was finally so referred. 

MORE BILLS. 

The Committee on Judiciary reported on numer- 
ous bilis, among others that of $1. 500 to tne at- 
torneysin the Harms extra“ suit, and $330 to 
Commissioner Fitzgerald for his junketing stone 
trip. 

Mr. Senne wanted the attorneys allowed $500 on 
account. Mr. Fitzgerald was in favor of paying 
hulfofthe amount. The matter was fnally dis- 
posed of by voting to pay the attorneys $1,000 on 
account. 

The billof Fitzgerald was then taken up and 
passed, Messrs. Ayars, Boese. Spofford, Wheeler, 
and Senne voting im the negative. 

The Committee on Public Charities reported in 


‘favor of paying bills amoanting to $6,804.74, and 


in favor of appropriating 8400 for the use of the 
North Star Diepensary. Adopted. 

The Committee on the kqvalization of Taxes 
reported, submitting a schedule of the railroad 
property inte city and Town of Lake, and recom- 
mending that copies of the schedule be sent to the 
Apsessors and railroad officials. Adopted. 

LEMONT AND BEDFORD. 

The Special Committee appointed to report in 
reference tothe comparative merits of Lemont 
and Bedford stone submitteda report. The re- 
port stated that the Committee had examined the 
quarries and buildings constructed of the stone, 
and were satisfied that the City-Hall should not be 
built of it, from the fact thut it was not of uniform 
color with the county’s portion of the Court- 
House, etc. 

Mr. Fitzgerald said of tne report that it could 
have been made stronger, out it was strong enough 
for the purpose, and moved thatit be spread on 
the records, which was ordered done. 

Mr. Fitzgerald retroduced a series of whereases, 
reciting that a contract existed between the city 
ana county providing for the construction of a 
uniform vuilding on the Court-House Square, etc., 
and the following resolution: 

Resolved. That for a purpose of compromise, and 
for no other purpose, anid without prejudice to the 
legal rights and claims of the county iu and by said 
contract. and in and tosald Court-House Square, that 
the county, rather than have the City of Chicago use 
the proposed Bedford stove for the City-Hali, will and 
does hereby olfer to repay tothe City of Chicago the 
amount by it expended tn constructing the fouudations 
of the City-Hall upon said Court- House Square ſu case 
said city will desist frum the farther construction of a 
City-Hall on said square, and remove therefrom and 
release to the county all rights or claims it may have 
or clalms to have in said Cuurt-Uousg square. 

Mr. Fitzgerald urged the adoption of the resolu- 
tion in a speech in which was severe on the 
—.— the Bedford stone, and everything else he 

magined to be antagonistic to his veews. 

Mr. Spofford was opposed to the resolution. and 
hoped it would not pass. He did not believe the 
Board had the power to do what the resolution 
contemplated, and, furthermore, the city would 
not entertain the proposition even if it could. He 
was in favor of the use of Lemont stone, but, inas- 
much as the matter at issue was in the courts, he 
hoped it would remain there antil 1t was settled. 

Mr. Wheeler reviewed the relations of the city 
and county, and said that if the city did not live 
up to its contract that he was in favor of driving it 
off the square, and of treating it as a common tres- 
passer, which he ught it was.

THE PROTECTION. 
THE MOTIONeTO QUASH. 

Judge Moore, in the Criminal Court yesterday 
morning, decided the two pending motionsin the 
Protection Life matter,—the one to quash the in- 
dictment against Edwards, IIilliard, aud Ryan, and 
the other for a further bill of particulars in behalf 
of Maj. Woods ana Col. Kellogg, indicted for con- 
spiracy with the Protection's officers. The motion 
to quash was sustained astothe second count of 
the indictment and overraled as to the first, third. 
and fourth. In some States, it was held, the first 
count would be held to be bad, but it was not so 
clear that this would apply to the third 
and fourth, where the false pretences were 
described with a good deal of particu- 
larity. Tae Supreme Curt of IIlinoie 
said the Court had, in the ease of Cole vs. The 
Pouple, passed on substantially the same question 
as now presented, and the opinion there quoted 
would eustat the first count. Under the dissent- 
ing opinion of Justice Schoifield, this count would 
probably be held to be bad; and the third, even 
under the dissenting opinion of Justice Dickey, 
would be held to be good, aithough the latter's 
opinion went farther than Justice Scholfield’s. The 
fourth count was even stronger than the first. As 
to the question of r the Court held that 
each count must stand or fail by itself, and in the 
second count this repugnancy, iu the Court's 
opinion, seemed to obtain. He failed, however, 
to discover anytoing contradictory or repugnant in 
the third or fourth, tae use of the words then and 
there signifying the time and place stated in the 
avermenis. Ihe motion was therefore sustained 
as to the second, and overruled as to the others. 

KELLOGG. 

In regard to the bill of particulars, the Court 
seid be hac felt some doubt, Inu the fifth apecii- 
calion, fe ng Woods and Kellogg witb pretend- 
ing to make an examination, there was consider- 
able cnance tor inference. But in the sixth it was 
charged that they feloniously, fraudulently, and 
deceitfully conspired with the officers to cheat and 
defraud the good citizens of the State of their 
money; that Woods, aided and abetted by Kellogg, 
and in pursuance of the conspiracy. fraudulently 
and falsely reported to the Auditor that they, witn 
Brinkerholf, had made an examination of the Com- 
pany, which occupied thirty-two days actual work, 
and which was thorongh and exhaustive, etc., the 
net surplus of the Company being over $115. 470.74: 
whereas, in trata and in fact, the examination did 
not occupy thirty-two days. In pleading, it was 
not quite certain thet these averments would be 
sufficient. The averment in regard to the exami- 
nation not occupying thirty-two days did not con- 
trovert the fact that it might have occupied thirty- 
one days and twelve hours. It was not stated. 
moreover, as to what particular details were not 
gone into, nor whatitems of assets or policy lia- 
bilities were omitted, etc. Some of the averments 
might simply imply bad bookkeeping. But tae 
averment that, instead of the surplus being 8115. - 
470.74, the habilities exceeded the assets by $300, - 
000, was quite definite, and the only thing nec- 
es-ary to make it definite as to Woods and Kellogg 
woula be to aver that they knew of this dis- 
crepancy, or could have known of it Tue sixth 
specification was not as definite as itg@should be, 
leaving the Court in some doubt as to 
whether the People meant to say that Woods 
and Kellogg did inis business so negligently that 
they had no right to certify as they did, or whether 
they did so knowingly and wilfully. At least, the 
safer practice would be to let them know whether 
eer were to defend the position that thev had act- 
ed knowingly and frandulentiy, or whether they 
acted carelessly and negligentiy, and, therefore, 
fraudulently, or whether tney had done both or 
not. In this respect, he thought the Court should 
be more particular, and so ordered. 

Mr. Mills said he would readily comply with the 
Court's directions. 

THE NEW INDICTMENT. 

Mr. Reed referred to the new indictments against 
his clients for conspiracy, which was returned 
Saturday, the three first counts of whica, he said, 
were exactly alike, besides being precisely similar 
to the first count in the present indictment. What 
he wanted to know was just waich indictment he 
would have to go to trial on. Tue Grand Jury had, 
in fact, been finding indictments against these 
officers at nearly every term since last Sevtember. 

Mr. — said that, so far as tue indictment un- 
der copsideration was concerned, he desired Maj. 
Edwards to plead. 

Mr, Reed said he didn’t propose to have him 
plead just yet. He wanted a bill of particulars. 
and he also wanted to know under which indiet- 
ment they were to be tried. He didn’: propose to 
8 to trial on half a dozen indictments for the same 
thins. 

Mr. Mills replied that he was not ready to say 
which indictment he proposed totry. The matter 
before the Court at present was the first indict- 
ment. 

Mr. Reed referred to the prejudice which must 
be created against his clients by frequent indict- 
ments, whicn. aithouh really for the same offense, 
were Supposed by the community at large to be 
different ones. 

lt was arranged, after considerable further talk, 
that Mr. Mills was to announce Monday morning 
which indictment he proposed to try. at which 
time it would be in order for the deiendants to 
plead. The additional bill of particulars for 
Woodsand Kellogg would also be furnisned, as 
suggested by the Court. Mr. Reed will probably 
be on hand at the time with a motion to quash the 
new indictment, if Mr. Mille elects to try on that, 
or with his motion for a bill of particulars under 
the old one.

LICENSES. 

The Committee on Licenses met in the afternoon, 
Ald. Guilerton in the chair. 

The petition of the Saloon-Keepers’ ;/nion pray- 
ing for the adoption of the ordinsace providing for 
the repeal of the license on — since it is 
unjust and oppressive, was taken up. 

Assistant Clerk Moody was called in and stated 
that 40 of the saloon-keepers had taken out licen- 
ses for the year, there being 700 in all. The money 
was in the Treasury, and, while the Council could 
undoubtedly order it to be paid back. the paying 
back would cause a great deal of trouble and be 
attended with considerable expense. 

It was decided to recommend the passage of Me 
ordinance after inserting a clause that it should 
take effect April 1, 1879. 

Ald. Cullerton stated that he had called the Com- 
mittee together especially to take into considera- 
tion the matter of licensing all vocations that could 
be licensed under the charter. There were tugs, 
for instance. The owners took advantage of a re- 
cent decision, and, by hailing from other ports, 
avoided paying versenal-property taxes. They 
should be compelled to pay a moderate license, or 
be prohibited from running. Vhen there were 

‘keepers of ordimaries, under which head he 
presumed hotels and boarding-houscs would come. 
That was a source from which a large revenue could 
be raised. He thought pool-rooms could oe reach- 
ed. And grocers wao dealt in meat should pay 
the same license-fee as butchers. Then there 
were distillers, brewers, lumber-yards, livery- 
stabie keepers, money-changers, and brokers. 
Whatamine! Brokers would include the commis- 
sion-men, and all who sold goods by sample. 

After a desultory talk, zit was decided to ask the
